CONSTITUTION 


The following preamble, resolution and articles of Constitution 
were adopted by the Brushy Creek Union of Primitive Baptists at 
its organ’zation ie 1991: 

WHEREAS, The several churches of the Primitive Baptists’ 
faith and order, towit: Brushy Creek, Turner's Meeting House, L t- 
tle River, Sturgeon Creek and Hopewell, of Irwin County, Georgia, 
and Emaus and Oak Grove, of Berrien County, Georgia, being now 
as they have been for a number of yeat;, entirely disconnected wit® 
associational organizations, and, . 

WHEREAS, Certan Primitive Baptists in other localities, 
who orthodoxy in doctrine, faith and practice, is satisfactory and 
whose churches eccupy full standing associationally, having recent- 
ly, in a most friendly and Christian-like manner, shown their conf.- 
dence in membership of said churches, manifesting on divers occa- 


sions their love and fellowship for same without restra:nt; and, 
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WHEREAS, Such Treatment, coming from the hands of asso- 


s‘at onal brethren—especially since many of these organizations have 
seen proper to draw the line of demarkation so sharply—having ar- 


oused in the minds of the membersh’p of said churches the tenderest 
feeling of Christan love and fellowship in return, and in order to be 
prepared to do even justice to any and all bodies of Primitive Bap- 
t'sts orthodox in docir ne, faith and practice, connected! or discon- 
nected with associat onal organizations, who will suffer them to do 
so, it has: hecome ‘he desire of said churches to inaugurate a plan by 
which they may, as a body solicit correspondence, rece.ve and wel- 
come such brethren to their assemblies for worship, and through 
which they may the better exchange the many Christian courtesies 
due from one to another, so often the source of immeasurable com- 
fort and consola’ion to believers in Christ; therefore be it, 


RESOLVED, By the chosen messengers asd meinbers present 
of the several churches named in the foregoing preamble, this day 
assembled with Brushy Creek Church, Irwin County, Georgia, that 
the same be organized and that the same will hereafter be known 
as the Brushy Creek Union of Primit-ve Baptists, and that the said 
organization ‘is based only and solely upon the following artic!es 
of the Constitution, towit: 

ARTICLE 1. The Brushy Creek Union of Primitive Bapt’sts 
as above organized, shall hold annual session with one or the oth- 
er of the churckes of the Union a general annual Union Meeting, 
the present meeting constituting the first meet ng under the Consti- 
tution, 

ARTICLE 2. Said meeting shall be composed of the regularly 
chosen messengers of the churches composing the Union together 
with the members in good standing who may be in attendance, 

ARTICLE 3, Each meeting shall be organ‘zed by the election 
of a moderator, whose duty it shall be to preside over the body dur- 
ing its deliberations explairi and put questions, wefcome and receive 
visitors and perform such duties as his high office may require; and 
also a clerk, whose duty ‘t shall be to keep a record’ in a suitable 
beok for that purnese, a correct minute of all business transacted 
therein, orepare and have same published in pamphlet form, and sup- 
erintend the distribution of the same among the several churches 
of the Union, and such other things as the nature of his office re- 
quires and may be necessary. e 

ARTICLE 4, No business shall ever be transacted or even 
entertained by tke body n such meet'ngs that either directly or in- 
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directly interferes with the internal rights of each church to self- 
government leaving that power to be exclusively and absolute!y ex- 
ercised) by those bodies alone, according to precept and example 
laid down in that unerring fundamental Constitution of the Church 
of Chr st, the Holy Bible. 


DECLARATION OF DOCTRINE 

The declaration of doctrine as understood, tuaght and believed 
by this Union, was introduced by Elder W, H. Hardin, Elder James 
Gibbs, pres:ding, which after some discussion, was unanimously 
adopted and ordered to be spread upon the mnutes of the Union; 
towit: 

WHEREAS, Many have made inquiry concerning the doctrine 
as held forth by the Brushy Creek Union of Prinutive Baptists, 
some having charged us with fatalism, and still others with Armin- 
ianism, etc.— 

THEREFORE, In order that a better understanding may be 
had of what we believe on these points, we set forth the follow.ng 
statement in connection therewth: y 

First: That the predestination of God brings in His children 
a conformity to the image of His son, and results in their eternal 
happ ness and the honor and glory of His eternal name, That sin 
is trangression of the law, and is brought forth by the unrestrained 
volition of men and devils, and they are both accountable and respon- 
sible beings to God for their disobedience and thus work out their 
own destination, 

Second: We believe that eternal life is the gift of God, and 
that sa'vation is by grace and grace alone through faith, and that 
we ought not to affiliate with any other insitution or organization of 
men gotten up or ‘n any way used to do or help to do the work of 
Christ, All such institutons manifest a zeal without knowledge, 
and is, therefore, derogatory to the honor and! glory of God and dan- 
gerous to the peace, happiness and solid unity of the church, Ye 
are a'l one in Christ,

1. We believe in ‘one true and living God, and that there are 
three persons in the Godhead— Father, Son and Holy Ghost.

We believe that God’s elect shall be called, regenerated and sanc- 
tified by the Holy Spirit.

8. We believe that the saints will never finally fall away. St.

9 We believe that Baptism, the Lord’s Supper and washing 
the saint’s feet are the ordinances of Jesus Christ, and true believers 
are the only subjects of these ordinances, We a'so believe that the 
true mode of baptism is by immersion, Matt. xxiii 19, 20; Acts ii 38,

10, We believe in the resurrection of the dead and a general 
judgement.
